For a boy to bo considered as historic, each of the follovin G requirements must 

be met: 


(„) That Uw ooaslal State claimin'; it to bo such has possessed the valors of the bay 


in question continuously, peacefully end for a lone tine, by acts of sovcroi 3 nty or ^ 
exclusive jurisdiction, pursuant to repeated and continuous public rcculacion., lcu-.j-u 
to the transit of vessels, fishins and any other activities of nationals or vessels of 

other States; 

(b) That this practice is expressly or tacitly accepted by third States, carl in 
particular by no i G hb our i n G States; 

(c) That it is absolutely necessary for the coastal State to have full pos^o-ion 
the bay for reasons of defence or of economic interests peculiar to the zone-, the

Article . . . 


An historic bay may be closed by the coastal State by morns of one or various 
straight closin': linos across its mouth from tho natural entrance points of the bay m 
question (" inter fauces terror s.!"), in uhich case the voters enclosed by the coast «u 
the sold line shall be considered as internal voters, The closinc line or linos seal, 
serve as the baseline for measurin'; the breadth of the territorial sea of tho State m 

question.

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. 2. Historic waters other than bays 

Article . . . 

The provisions of article ... (the first of this draft) shall apply ' 
muta tis mutandis to the recognition of historic waters other than bays. The coastal 
State May clean such waters as intcrnf-JL waters or as territorial see,, depending on the 
•type of jurisdiction it has exercised over then. 

Article , . . 

In the absence of other applicable, methods, the territorial sea shall bo 
Measured fron the outer Unit of the historic waters* where these are regarded as 
interrjal archipelagic wa-ters. 

3* General provisions 

Article . . . 

No c.team to bays or ether historic waters shall include lord territory or waters 
under the established sovereignty, sovereign rights or jurisdiction of another State.
